dent Hobart's funeral on Saturday 
will be attended by the president and 
his cabinet, the supreme court, the 
•enate in a body, and a large commit- 
tee from the house of representatives, 
besides many other high dignitaries of 
the government who mil journey to 
Paterson to pay their last tribute of 
respect to the memory of the rice pres- 
ident. 
Every senator has been invited 


to be present* and the senate will meet 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel In New York 
Saturday at 11 o'clock anil thence travel 
la a body to Paterson. 


Sergeant at Arms Brig-ht has encag- 


ed a special train to convey the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, and the United 
States supreme court tp Pa'j*rson. The 
train will leave Washington over the 
Pennsylvania railroad at 1 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning and will arrive on the 
return at 11 p-m. 


Chief Justice Fuller was not in the 


city Tuesday and in his absence no 
one could say whether the court would 
b* able to attend th? funeral in a body,

The news of Mr. Uendrick's death 


was received in Washington late on the 
afternoon of November 25. President 
Clevleand was at dinner, when the netvs 
was brought to him byf^Secretary La- 
mont. Notices were sen tat once to all the 
members of tho cabinet, and a special 
•Cabinet meeting was held that night. 
President Cleveland's first net w«s to 
dispatch u telegram of condolence to 
jfrs. Hendricks, after which a procla- 
mation was prepared making'an official 
announcement of the vice president's 
d«ath to the public, establishing a 
nsaife -which was followed Tuesday by 
President McKicley. 


Vice President Hcndricks was in 


Indianapolis at the time of his death 
and through a similar set of circum- 
stances, no one was in the room with 
him when he expired. 


The law applicable to the vice presi- 


.dency was enacted! January 19, 1SSO, 
by the Forty-ninth congress, first ses- 
sion. 
The main features are as fol- 


lows: 


"B« it enacted, etc., That in case of 


removal, death, resignation or inabil- 
ity of both tho president and vice 
president of the .United States, tho sec- 
retary of sta't-e, Or * * * * secre- 
tary of the treasury, or * * * * 
secretary of war, or * * * * attor- 
ney general, or * * » * -postmaster 
general, or * * * * secretary of the 
navy, or 
*•. * * * secretary of the 


interior shall act os president until tho 
disability of the president or vice pres- 
ident is removed, or a president shall 
be elected." 


The law further provides that when 


One of tho above cabinet officers suc- 
ceeds to the presidency he shall catt « 
Special session of congress. 
A proviso 


limits the succession of those who 
would bo eligible to tho presidency 
under the terms of the constitution ami 
tvho have been appointed with the ad 
TICO and consent of tho senate. 


The effect of the-law is not to pro 


vide a succession to tho vice presi- 
dency, but merely to insure a SUCCCE 
sjon to the presidency.

Wni. P. Frye, of Maine, becomes presi- 


Pro tcmpore of the senate, and 


•will discharge all the duties of the 
vice president as presiding officer of 
that body.

Senator Frye accordingly will 
continue a* presiding officer till the 
end ot President MeKinley's adminis-

Since 
times became prosperous Joe has added 
to his building, until now be lias room 
enough to put up an occasional hunter 
over night for acouipensation. Joe had 
DO barn in which to keep his live stock, 
which this spring consisted of aSersey 
cow 32" years old and a steer calf of un- 
certain pedigree. The cattle and thera- 
zorback pig live together in a cave & 
short distance from the house when the 
weather is cold. On warm nights, how- 
ever, the animals have been allowed to 
remain in the field, but Joe will put a 
stop to that hereafter.

ALL the long history of Eng- 
land's colonial wars there is 
hardly a case in -which it can 


be iaid that tbe bieaking out of war 
•found England prepared .for such" a. 
contingency. The reason for this is 
hard to find, and it would seem thatere 
this the home go\ernment would hav« 
learned a lesson, but it never has, and 
jts lack of preparation for such emer- 
gencies, emergencies that could be safe- 
ly forecasted in nwit cases £01 3 ears 
before the outbreak of hostilities, has 
cost England dearlj in both men and 
treasure. 
From the American revolution to the 


present war in South Africa his too ba& 
often times repeated itself, and still 
the lesson is unlearned. 


The war with her American colonies 


was predicted by English statesmen as 
earlj as 1743, when the question of the 
right of arbitrary government as 
-claimed by Great Britain and denied by 
the colonies first began tcftae agitated. 
Year after year as the agitation grew 
the probabiiirj of war became clear- 
er, and us possible consequences to 
England were discussed with gro%%ing 
freedom bj English statesmen. 
* But with all the increasing probabil- 
ity of vi ar England took no steps to 
prepare tor it. T^sen stubborn, stupid 
thick-headed King George III., -nhose 
personal character was the real imme- 
diate cause of the American resolution, 
and who refused to concede e^en the 
smallest point of civic libeify to the 
great and growing colonies in the west 
ern world, but insisted on a rule by th< 
sword, refused to prepare for war even 
•o hen war was practically upon him 


It was not -antjt after the famous Bos 


ton tea party had thrown the cargoes o- 
English vessels into the sea, until after 
parliament had cldsed the port of Bos 
ton and forced the colonists into an ir 
reconcilable struggle, that AingGeorg 
ordered additional troops to America 


their native battle grounds. The re- 
ult was a partial annihilation of the 
Jntish force belore a competent oom- 
jnander and br».ve troops could bring 
rictory out of defeat. 


More thac on/ce ha* England Tiad 
he opportunity to learn this much-' 
aeeded lesson. Her negligence tawlS88 
ed to a massacre of more than 2,000 
whites in Alexandria. When England 
ent Gordon into the Soudan to bring 
>rder out of chaos in that much dis- 
urbed territory she sent him single- 
handed with orders to rescue 
the 


jgyptian garrisons from the follow- 
ers of tbe mahdi. The result was 
Gordon's death after a brave defense 
at Khartum and another massacre 
hat startled tbe entire civilized world. 


But England has- had experience 


enough, with the Boers at other times 
:o have taught her to a^id such a 
^ as she bas. been m. 
Whtrn the 


Soers settled m Natal in 1S33 and had 
drheu the savages out of the land 
after a massacre in which ,the Boers 
lad lost many of their leaders, England 
stepped in. with such harsh demands 
that any fair-minded person might 
have known they v.'ou!d»ha\e produced 
war. Yet the only force which she had 
sent to back upher unjust demands, was 
so small as to be practically nseless- 
At that time, had not reenforeeraents 
armed in. the nick of time, defeat for 
English arms would have b*en certain. 


The war with the Boers which cul- 


minat^d at Majuba hill was but an- 
other example of England's lack _of 
forpsiffht In not preparing for the in- 
evitable, a lack of ioresight which 
cost England defeat and many brave 
lives.

England has failed to profit was the 
Sepoy mutiny in British India. From 
849 to 1S57 discontent of various kwids 
iad been rife in India; from the time 
hat Icord Dalhousie, then governor 
general of India, compelled tie titular 
ting of Delhi to exchange the fortress 
of Delhi for the royal palace of the 
Soo.tnb. dissatisfaction with British 
ule in India had b^een steadily growing. 
;t was not a dissatisfaction that pjssed 
HBBOtSced, for it was freely commented 
•upon by men in a position not only to 
enow of what they were speaking, but 
;o recommend remedies as well. 
But instead of remedies, or prepara- 


tions to prevent a catastrophe, there 
•were continued petty aggravations for 
the native subjects until finally th« 
mutiny that had been prqphesied came, 
and England and the world -were 
thoeVed by the -terrible massacres 
•which England had taken no steps to 
prejent until it was top late. Even aft- 
er the mutiny had begun it was not xm- 
til four months later that an army of 
30,060 men ivas dispatched to India 
to put down a rebellion that cost 
England hnndrsds of lives and a, 
two "years' war before the effects of her 
negligence were repaired 10 far as the 
Teestablishment of British rule could 
repair it.

The 
Southern California -powerhouse is sit- 
uated at the base- ot the San Bernardino 
mountains, on the Santa Ana river, and 
the power water intake is at the junc- 
ion of Bear creek and the Santa' Ana 
river, about seven miles below tbe fa- 
mous Hear creek dam. The t.'ater in 
this river, like all waters in southern 
California, is. owned by water com- 
panies, and as soon as it reaches^ tbe 
valley it is led oS iu irrigation ditches 
n different directions. 
Under these 


conditions, any power company using 
th«; water must not interrupt the flow, 
and the regulation of the water wheels," 
which are used must be by deflecting 
nozzles. The water is carried about 2i/j 
miles, 80 per cent, of which is through 
tunnels, and the rest of the canal is 
open masonry and wooden flumes.
